BENHAM FOUND GUILTY. 


End of the Long Wife=Murder Trial 


at Batavia, N. Y. Wealthy 


Parties Concerned. 


Batavia, N. Y., July 29.—The jury in 


the trial of Howard Benham for the mur- 
der by prussiate acid poisoning, of his 
young wife, Florence in January last, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty of murder in the 
first degree, today. 


The case has been a notable one, owing 


to the youth, wealth and social standing 
of the defendant and the dead woman, 
and interest was added to it by sensa- 
tional evidence given during the trial. 
Bcnhnm's mother-in-law, Mrs. Farrant, 
swore that just before her daughter died 
her son-in-law gave the sick woman a 
dose of medicine, to which the patient 
objected piteously, saying, "Howard, I 
think you real mean; I won't take that.'' 


Continuing her evidence, the witners 


said ttiat in a few minutea after adminis- 
tering the dose, Benham called her to the 
sick room. She found her daughter in 
the last agonized convulsions of death, 
while the husband according to the wit" 
ness, was walking up and down the room 
swearing. 


At this point the woman broke down 


and all in the court room were deeply 
affected. 
The defenA.) was that Mrs. 


Benham died of heart failure and much 
export evidence was introduced on both 
sides. 
Mrs. Benham left an estate of 


about $400,000, and the prosecution con- 
tended that her husband poisoned her 11

McCLINTOCK ON PAVING, 


A Sftte Highway Commissioner Ad- 
dresses the Pittsfield Board of Trade. 


The Pittsfleld board of trade held a 


snioke talk Wednesday evening at which 
Mr. McClintock of the state highway 
commission was present and made an ad- 
dress on paving. 


After speaking at some length concern- 


ing macadam, Mr. MoCliutook took up 
respectively cobble-stone pavement, the 
Belgian, block, various other kinds of 
block pavement and vitrifled brick. He 
referred to the various objections which 
have been made to the different pave- 
ments, lie discussed the matter of the 
foundation under the pavement, ijglating 
how in earlier times an ordinary gravel 
foundation was used. Under this system 
sections of the 
road 
would 
settle, 


from various causes, leaving an un- 
even surface. He described the various 
experiments tried to remedy this diffi- 
culty, leading up finally to the granite 
blocks being laid on a two-inch cushion 
of sand resting on a concrete foundation, 
the interstices o'f the blocks being filled 
with alternate layers of flne gravel and hot 
pitch or tar. This he described as the 
best form of modern block pavement. 
The objections to this pavement are the 
noise and the chipping of the edges of the 
block, thus making small gullies in wh'ci 
undesirable matter gathers. 
Mr. Mc- 


Clintock said that he saw no reason why 
this modern block pavement laid on any 
street in Pittsfleld should not last for 50 
years. 


Want Different Paper, 


The Berkshire bar have petitioned for a

THE I.i;SSO.N TO Kl~. 


There is a valuable and a serious lesson 


to be learned by this and every other com- 
munity from the chapter of crime ex- 
ploited in the O'Neil murder trial at 
Greenfield during the past ten days. It 
is not a new lesson, but it is one that 
seems easy for a community to forget as 
proven by events at Shelburne Falls. And 
T. ben forgotten, the inevitable result is a 
demoralization that finds its sequel in 
sume most regrettable deed or in an inev- 
itable and permanent lowering of a com- 
munity's moral tone. 


What has the evidence in the O'Neil 


case shown as to conditions existing in 
Shelburne Falls, a town that should al- 
ways have been a typical New England 
Tillage, strong and sturdy in moral worth 
and observant always of law and order? 
At the time of the McClond murder there 
b::d grown u? there a "gang" composed 
ol loafers. Drinking or drank was the 
normal state of its members. A continual 
soaking of cheap whiskey, low talk in low 
places, week in and week out, night and 


day, was the open program of this dan- 
gerous clique. Young men and boys were 
in it. There was no shame-facedoess 
nliout this degradation. It was open vice. 
11 had been endured by the community 
and embraced by the roughs. 


And what was done by the authorities 


of the town and it« good people to repress 
this open evil? Was a drunken tough on 
tl-e streets promptly arrested? Were the 
places where mere boys gathered to drink 
and get intoxicated and breathe in 
vioiousness, raided and closed? Were the 
f ml and obscene games played openly in 
several hell-holes ever disturbed by the 
lawn's authorities? 


And what did the parents of the town 


do to better the moral atmosphere that 
their children must breathe? Did they 
keep their children off the streets at night 
cud have a knowledge of their where- 
abouts? "Straws show the way the wind 
blows." 
The crowd of young loafers, 


find, sadder (til!, the young girls and 
women boisterous and bold, who have 
crowded the depot platform upon the ar- 
rival of the evening trains, have given 
Indication to the traveling stranger of the 
moral poison working in the heart of 
Shelburne Falls. He must have been an 
unobserving man who baa seen the scenes 
on that depot platform the summer even- 
jiigs of the past several years upon the 
arrival of the 7 o'clock trains, and has not j 
come to the conclusion that there has been 
too much license given by many parents 
ut Sheiburue FcllB to their children. And 
what was indicated at the depot was what 
was actually occurring at other times 
down on the streets of the village. We 
instance a specific case coming under our 
own observation in that Shelburne Falls 
depot. Two boys, one 12 years of age the 
other 16 years, perhaps, both smoking 
cigarettes, using the foulest language, 
both partially drunk, were alternately 
drinking from a quart bottle of whiskey, 
openly at the rear of the building. And 
at that very time a village police officer 
Mid one of the selectmen were at the 
depot. 


These are disagreeable things to print, 


nnt they ought to be told. We do not 
charge that all the parents and children 
of Shelbnrne Falls were wrong nor that 
the authorities were not moral an<? con- 
scientious men, Far from it. But we do 
charge a large share of the responsibility 
for that awful murder on the lonely hill- 
bide 
road 
to 
the 
community 


of 
Shelburne 
Falls. 
Immorality 


and 
vice 
that 
logically 
end in 


crime was known and yet permitted to 
exist. A moral stupor was allowed, ap- 
parently, to deaden all moral activity. The 
public conscience of Shelburne Falls was 
asleep till 
wakened by the 
shock 


of crime. Slowly and insidiously the evil 
had grown, all unchecked, till it found its 
climax in what murder revealed to be 
the immoral and lawless conditions exist- 
ing In Shelburne Falls last January. The 
lesson taught that village has been se- 
vere. The cost has been its fair reputa- 
tion and an innocent life. Its moral con- 
tttiouaare already better. The "gang" 


wilt have to go, and Shelburne Falls' fa- 
tare will be better than its past. 


The experience of Shelbnrne Falls 


should teach a home lesson to ever; town 
and city in Western Massachusetts, We 
need to ponder it here in North Adams. 
We too have the rowdy and the loafer, 
but we have a vigilant police force, that 
permit's no "gang" and no hell-holes. 
Their vigilance can insure us against those 
evils, and we trnst thst vigilance will not 
be relaxed for a moment. We wish our 
police might even more make tb« street 
loafer'B life a thing uncomfortable. But 
how about the young boys and young men 
and young girls who are everywhere 
on our streets at night? Do their parents 
know where they are and what they are 
doing? Do they know whom they meet, 
where they go, what they are talking? It 
is feared not. There is moral poison 
breeding on oar streets every night. Let 
the parents of this city reflect. Let them 
see tho gray-haired father and mother 
and the sisters of a convicted murderer, 
the product of street rearing and evil 
companionship, weeping saddest heart- 
stifling tears as the foreman of a jury 
speaks the verdict, and they will guard 
their children more carefully. 


The screams of that dying woman, in 


the dark night, all defenceless, on that 
lonely country road last January, were 
the awful impeachment of a whole com- 
munity for its moral laxness, They wak- 
ened tbe conscience of Shelburne Falls, 
its negligent authorities and its undutifnl 
parents. 
Let other communities be 


warned. The sowing of the wind always 
means the'reaping of the whirlwind. 


WHAT A JliRY'S VERDIVT MEANS. 


There is one feature of the duty of any 


jury so admirably brought out by Chief 
Justice Mason's charge in the O'Xeil case 
that v e here wish to print it, and call at- 
tention to the point so well made that a 
lenien t verdict given by a jury, or a wrong 
verdict, does no one any good. One un- 
fairly found against the accused contro- 
verts all tbe purposes of justice. A ver- 
aict allowing a guilty man to go un- 
punished can do that man no good, can- 
not lift his burden of sin, and does society 
harm. On this point tbe chief justice 
well .said in his charge to the Franfclin 
county jury: 


As we now approach the completion of 
a trial of most serious moment to the en- 
tire community and to tbe prisoner at the 
bar, \v e cannot if we would ignore the sol- 
emn responsibility under which we act. No 
right minded person can wish to put aside 
the gravity of the issue upon which you 
are now to pass *s jnron. It may never 
be your privilege to render a greater ser- 
vice than will be rendered by a true 
verdict in this 
cause. 
The gravity 


of tho issue, the 
solemn 
responsi- 
bility of determining it, may well induce 
the most careful study of tbe evidence 
and full deliberation upon its weight and 
significance. Bat it most not bo permit- 
ted to beset mental timidity and inability 
to act. There is no escape from the re- 
sponsibility which has come to yon save 
in a faithful effort to render a true verdict 
according to the evidence given you, 
whether it be a verdict 
of convic- 
tion 
or 
a 
verdict of 
acquittal. 
Do not forget that the consequences 
of decision are as momentous to tbe com- 
munity as they possibly can be to the pris- 
oner dt the bar. Tbe commonwealth has 
in vie .v only the protection of its individ- 
ual citizens, and is as solicitous for every 
right of tbe prisoner as for those of any of 
its citizens. A false verdict against the 
prisoner thwarts the purpose of the com- 
monwealth as effectually as a false verdict 
in his favor. 
If a true verdict involves a 
conviction, the misfortune to the prisoner 
in ttmt extremity lies not in the verdict 
nor in the penalty which the law affixes, 
but in the sad fact which makes the ver- 
dict true. A false verdict or acquittal can 
lift bat a minor part of tbe murderer's 
burden. It changes not a whit the char- 
acter upon which the revolting crime has 
wrought ruin.

APRICOT MERINGUE PIE. 


A canned apricot pie is made by cut- 


ting the apricots fine and mixing them 
with a half cup of sugar and the beaten, 
yolk of an egg, 8U the crust and bake.. 
Take from the oven and let It stand; 
for two or three minutes, cover with ai 
meringu*, made of the beaten white of, 
an egg and one tablespoonful of sugar. 
Set back in the oven until it turns a 
golden brown. 
This pie can be made 


Into a tart without the addition of the 
neringue, by adding1 criss-cross1 pieces 
(Mrips) of pastry when the pie is f rst put 
into the ovea. 
You can USP the dried 


and stewed prricots instead of the 
canned ones if you. choose. When you 
make mince pies remember that stewed 
dried apricots are a delicious addition 
to the mince meat. 
They may be used 


to the exclusion of the mmoed apples. 


CORN STARCH CAKE. 


Two cups of sugar, one-halt cup of but- 


ter, one cap of sweet milk, two cups of 
flour, one cup of corn-starch, whites of 
seven eggs, beaten stiff, two teaspoon- 
fuls of Cleveland's Superior Baking 
Powder. Stir the butter and sugar to a 
cifam, sift the flour and corn-starch to- 
gether; add the eggs ia^t. Mix in an 
earthen \ essel, and" flavor with lemon. 


LEMON PIE. 


Take one coffee cupful of sugrar, three 


eggs, one cupful of water, one table- 
spoonful of melted butter, one heaping 
tablespoonful of flour and the juice and 
a little of the rind of one lemon. Re- 
serve the whites of thrj egrj^s, and after 
the pie is baked spread them over the 
top,

A Young Man From New 


Mexico Visits His Old 


Home in Berkshire. 


TELLS INTERESTING STORIES, 


Large Tracts Owned by One Man. 


Beautiful

Robert Martin of Engle, New Mexico, 


starts tonight for his home, after a visit of 
one week In this city with his annt, Mrs. 
F L. Tilton, and his brother Frank, and 
with brothers and sisters in Savoy. 


Mr. Martin went to New Mexico nearly 


nine years ogro, when be was but 14 years 
old, and bus since lived the life of a ranch- 
man. He was employed for about three 
years on the Bell ranch, owned by Wilson 
Waddingham, a cou&in of Mrs. Tilton, 
who is one of the largest land owners ir> 
the world, being the possessor of a num- 
ber ot old Spanish grants in New 
Mexico. 
The 
Bell ranch comprised 


40,000 acres, but this Mr. Waddingham 
sold for about twe and a half million dol- 
lars. He still owns vast tracts, the ranch 
of which Mr. Martin is in charge being 
half as large as the state of Massachusetts. 
This ranch is very lightly stocked at pres- 
ent, there being only 4,000 head of cattle 
on it. The headquarters are at Eagle, a 
watering station on the Santa Fe railroad. 
There are about 25 inhabitants in the 
place, vrhich is 130 miles from Albu- 
querque, and many miles from any sizable 
town. 


Mr. Martin enjoys ranch life. He looks 


healthy and rugged and says lie has

and that was due to a broken leg caused 
by the fall of a horse, The ranchmen 
practically live in the saddle. The cli- 
mate is dry and healthful and the first 
cold Mr. Martin has had in a long time 
was contracted soon after crossing the 
Mississippi river on his way east, where 
he has business to do in Philadelphia. 
This brought him so near home that he 
improved the opportunity to visit his 
relatives here for the first time in six 
years. He has from three to eight men 
under him on the ranch and gets good 
pay. Mr. Martin says there are plenty of 
rattlesnakes, 
copperheads, 
tarantulas, 


scorpions and centipedes in New Mexico, 
but the people there do not mind such 
tsifles. Big game is also abundant. 


There is a scheme on foot to dam the 


ifio Qrande river for irrigation purposes. 
If this is done the largest artificial lake in 
the world will be formed and a vast ter- 
ritory which is now practically barren 
owing to the lack of water will be made 
as prolific as a garden.
